The  estimates  herewith  presented,  as  compared  with  those  for 
1883-84,  show  an  increase  of  $35,011  in  the  amount  asked  for, 
and  an  increase  of  $3,000  in  the  estimated  income.  Taking 
both  together,  it  leaves  a  net  increase  in  the"  amount  to  be 
provided  of  $32,011,  as  compared  with  the  amount  granted 
last  year.  The  increase  in  the  estimated  expenses  is  owing 
to  the  additional  number  of  pupils,  which  requires  a  force  of 
twenty-nine  teachers  in  excess  of  that  of  last  year ;  and  as  the 
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average  salary  paid  to  a  regular  teacher  is  about  $1,000  per 
annum,  the  increase  of  $29,081  requested  tor  salaries  of  in- 
structors is  thus  accounted  for.  $2,000  additional  is  required 
for  salaries  of  janitors,  as  experience  has  shown  that  this  amount 
is  necessitated  by  the  yearly  increase  in  school  accommodations. 
Last  year  the  estimate  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water  was  $63,000^ 
but  as  this  will  prove  insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  those 
items  the  current  year,  the  estimate  is  increased  to  $07,000, 
which  will  leave  a  very  small  margin  over  the  actual  cost  of 
those  items  the  present  year.  Aside  from  the  increase  requested 
for  salaries  of  instructors  and  janitors,  and  for  fuel,  gas,  and 
water,  the  remaining  estimates  aggregate  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared  with  those  of  last  year. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  the  schools, . 
the  committee  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  esti- 
mates are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  requested  is  absolutely 
required  to  carry  on  the  schools  as  they  are  at  present  consti- 
tuted. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  request  that  the  Au- 
ditor of  Accounts  may  be  authorized  to  transfer  unexpended 
balances  from  any  one  of  the  appropriations  named,  to  any  other 
appropriation.

necessary  whereby  the  interests  of  the  city  may  be  better  protected  in 

the  matter  of  the  payment  of  salaries  to  instructors  who  absent  them- 
selves from  their  duties  without  employing  substitutes,  as  required  by 
the  Regulations  of  the  Board,  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port :  — 

That  thejr  have  considered  the  subject  and  invited  fifteen  principals 
representing  the  High,  Grammar,  and  Evening  Schools,  to  meet  with 
them  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  custom  now  prevailing  in  the 
different  grades  of  schools.  The  facts  elicited  at  the  hearing  showed 
that,  as  a  general  rule,  substitutes  were  employed  whenever  satis- 
factory ones  could  be  obtained.  It  was  learned  that  in  the  case  of 
special  teachers  or  regular  teachers  in  special  studies  in  the  High 
Schools,  and  teachers  of  boys  in  the  four  upper  classes  of  the  Gram- 
mar Schools,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  procure  substitutes  who 
could  hold  the  class  and  properly  do  the  work.  In  a  great  many 
cases  absences  are  not  filled  by  substitutes,  but,  instead,  the  principal 
makes  arrangements  either  to  do  the  work  himself  or  have  it  done  by 
the  other  teachers  in  the  school  as  his  judgment  dictates.  In  some  of 
the  outlying  districts  it  wras  found  that  it  usually  takes  one  or  more 
days  to  obtain  substitutes;  and  in  other  districts  it  was  admitted  that 
substitutes  are  employed  who  do  not  hold  the  certificate  from  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  which  is  contrary  to  the  Regulations.  The 
reason  given  for  this  is  the  difficulty  which  principals  find  in  obtaining 
substitutes  from  the  list  of  eligible  candidates  kept.in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  revised  according  to  the  latest  information; 
and  in  view  of  this  difficulty  it  would  seem  advisable  to  devise  some 
other  method  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  principals.  Your 
committee  would  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  they  give  this  matter  careful  consideration,  with  the  hope  that 
some  arrangement  may  be  made  to  obviate  the  difficulty. 
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'  The  custom  has  prevailed  for  many  years  of  paying  the  regularly 
elected  instructor  the  full  salary,  the  substitute  being  paid  by  the 
absentee.  In  cr.se  no  substitute  is  employed  the  absent  teacher, 
not  the  city,  gets  the  benefit.  While  your  committee  believe  that 
the  Regulations  intend  that  absent  teachers  shall  pay  to  their  substi- 
tutes the  proportion  fixed  by  the  Board,  out  of  their  salary,  they  do 
not  favor  any  change  in  the  present  Regulations  of  the  Board  on  the 
subject.  They  would  recommend,  however,  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying orders,  which  would  provide  for  presenting  all  the 
information  bearing  on  the  subject  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
for  them  to  deeide  whether  or  not  the  salary  of  the  absent  teacher 
should  be  withheld.

Under  date  of  Feb.  6,  1884,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  of  the 
School  Committee  presented  to  the  Board  the  Estimated  Expenses  of 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  financial  year  1884-85,  which  were  ap- 
proved and  transmitted  to  the  City  Auditor.  The  estimates  were 
based  on  the  requirements  of  the  schools  as  they  then  existed.  The 
recent  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  Legislature  entitled  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  furnishing  of  Free  Text-Books  and  Supplies  to  the  f 

Pupils  of  the  Public  Schools,"  changes  the  requirements  materially; 
so  that  the  estimates  as  presented  under  the  head  of  School  Expenses 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  schools  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law.  Under  the  head  of  Text-books,  Reference-books, 
and  Exchange  of  Books,  your  committee  asked  for  the  sum  of 
$55,000 ;  and  from  the  information  received  from  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  additional  amounts 
which  will  be  required  under  the  new  method,  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  $60,000  additional  will  be  needed.  Under  the  head  of  Income, 
your  committee  estimated  that  the  amount  collected  from  the  sale 
of  books  and  supplies  to  pupils  would  be  $42,000,  and  as  the  new  law 
obliges  cities  and  towns  to  furnish  text-books  and  supplies  free  to 
pupils,  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  income  will  be  derived  from 
this    source. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  Council  should 
be  notified  of  the  additional  amount  required  by  the  School  Board,  in 
order  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  subject,  and 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  an  adequate  amount  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  schools,  and  to  include  the  same  in  the  annual  tax  levy. 

Your  committee  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  communi- 
cation be  forwarded  to  the  City  Council,  together  with  the  accompany- 
ing orders : —

Mrs.  Fifield  presented  a  petition,  signed  by  forty-three 
of  the  principals  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city,  that 
the  annual  June  exhibitions  of  the  graduating  classes  may 
be  abolished.  The  reasons  stated  by  the  petitioners 
are  :  (1.)  Coming  in  the  hottest  weather,  and  imme- 
diately after  the  strain  and  excitement  attendant  upon 
the  written  examinations  for  graduation  and  promotion, 
we  believe  that  they  endanger,  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  the  health  of  the  pupils.  (2.)  The  time  that 
must  be  given  to  their  preparation  cannot  well  be  spared 
at  the  season  when  they  occur.  The  master  and  his  as- 
sistants are  busy  examining  papers,  teaching  must  goon 
continuously,  in  order  to  complete  the  programme  of  work, 
and,  in  addition  to  these  labors,  the  principal  must 
arrange  for  the  annual  promotions  throughout  the 
Grammar  and  Primary  buildings.  (3.)  It  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  any  good  comes  from  these  exhibitions  to 
children,  parents,  or  the  community.  If  there  is  it  will 
be  attained  quite  as  surely,  we  think,  and  at  less  expense 
of  money  and  time,  through  the  exhibitions  now  held  in 
February,  and  the  visitation  days. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations.

To  facilitate  the  return  of  the  desired  information  the  principals 
were  requested  to  send  replies  to  the  following  question  :  "  In  your 
opinion,  is  it,  or  is  it  not,  desirable  to  place  a  text  book  in  mental 
arithmetic  in  the  hands  of  each  pupil,  as  other  text-books  are  placed?  ' 

The  replies  are  as  follows  :  Thirty-two  principals  think  it  is  desira- 
ble to  place  a  text-book  in  mental  arithmetic  in  the  hands  of  each 
pupil ;    one    principal    thinks  it  is  desirable,  if  compelled  to  use  the 
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adopted  book ;  one  principal  thinks  that  either  a  book  should  be  so 
placed  or  a  number  of  sets  of  books  furnished ;  one  principal  is  not 
particular ;  one  thinks  it  is  immaterial ;  and  fifteen  principals  think  it 
is  not  desirable  to  place  the  book  in  the  hands  of  each  pupil. 

At  the  time  the  above  information  was  obtained,  the  principals  were 
also  requested  to  state  in  what  classes,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  desirable 
to  use  a  text-book  in  mental  arithmetic.  Forty  principals  think  it 
should  be  used  in  all  the  classes ;  two  principals  think  it  should  be 
soused  occasionally  only;  one  thinks  it  should  be  used  in  classes  I 
and  2 ;  one  thinks  it  should  be  used  in  classes  1,  2,  3,  4,  5 ;  two  think 
it  should  be  used  in  classes  2,  3,  4,  5,  6 ;  one  thinks  it  should  be  used 
in  classes  3,  4,5,  6 ;  one  thinks  it  should  be  used  in  classes  4,  5,  6 ; 
and  three  principals  make  no  reply  to  this  question.

The  committee  are  inclined  to  think  that  these  objections

remodel  the  present  series  of  text-books  in  accordance 
with  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  Drawing  Committee. 
The  committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  publish- 
ers are  ready  to  take  this  course,  which  they  believe 
would  result  in  securing  for  the  Boston  schools  what  is 
needed.  As,  however,  some  considerable  time  must 
elapse  before  the  process  of  revision  can  be  carried 
through,  they  would  recommend  that  the  use  of  the  text- 
books be  continued  for  the  present,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  work  of  revision  shall  be  immediately  com- 
menced, and  carried  through  as  speedily  as  possible.

One  of  the  greatest  advantages  of  this  study, 
taught  in  the  right  way,  is,  that  it  trains  children  to  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  printed  words  at  first  reading,  and 
to  think  promptly.  If  the  lesson  is  studied  in  advance 
these  advantages  are  evidently  lost.  Your  committee 
would,  therefore,  advise  that  a  reasonable  number  of  sets 
(of  sixty  copies  each)  of  Greenleafs  Mental  Arithmetic, 
and  of  such  other  mental  arithmetics  as  the  Committee  on 
Text-books  shall  recommend,  be  supplied  to  each 
school,  in  proportion  to  its  size,  to  be  used  only  during 
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the  time  of  recitation.  The  committee  believe  that  a 
greater  scope  and  variety  of  instruction  is  obtained  if 
more  than  one  book  is  allowed  during  the  school  course, 
and  the  use  of  two  books  in  this  way  will  in  no  way 
interfere  with  the  order  of  studies.

Dear  Sir,  —  It  is  expected  that  every  State  in  the  Union  will  be 

represented  at  the  New  Orleans  Exposition  by  a  special  State  Exhibit, 
and  many  of  them  have  made  generous  appropriations  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  will  make  a  display  of  which  their  citizens  will  be  proud. 

The  State  Exhibit  is  largely  confined  to  the  products  of  the  soil, 
and  in  this  department  Massachusetts  will  show  to  disadvantage ;  but 
in  the  educational  work  we  should  take  a  prominent  place.

That  the  practice  is  still  kept  up  we  have  abundant  rea- 
sons for  believing,  not  only  from  the  testimony  of  parents,  but  also 
from  that  of  our  officers.  For  instance  Inspector  Gage  reports  that  on 
Monday,  Oct.  27,  he  was  at  house  loo  F  street,  South  Boston,  where 
there  have  been  several  cases  of  scarlet-fever  of  late.  While  the  officer 
was  there  a  young  pupil,  named  Annie  Milligan,  from  the  school  on 
Broadway,  between  F  and  Dorchester  streets,  came  there  at  the  re- 
quest of  her  teacher,  Miss  E.  Johnson,  to  ascertain  why  the  sick 
children  were  absent  from  school. 

The  Board  of  Health  earnestly  hopes  that  you  will  take  such  action 
as  will  effectually  put  a  stop  to  this  dangerous  practice.

Jn  some  of  the 
rooms,  during  the  last  hour  of  the  afternoon  sessions, 
even  oral  work  would  be  pursued  with  difficulty  ;  it  was 
so  dark  that  one  could  not  easily  distinguish  objects 
across  the  rooms  ;  it  was  difficult  to  see  to  pass  up  and 
down  the  stairs.
